Residents’ 
shock after 
park party

A NUMBER of resi¬ 
dents have contact¬ 
ed The GEM after 
being stunned by 
the aftermath of a 
teenage get-together 
in Poplar Park. 

Although the young¬ 
sters behaved well, by all 
accounts, they left three 
boxes of empty lager 
cans in the field, as well 
as allowing half a dozen 
carrier bags to be blown 
over the area! 

One resident, who did 
not want to be named, 
told The GEM: “On 
Tuesday evening last 
week (August 23) we 
saw a group of young 
people who seemed to be 
having a picnic under a 


tree in Poplar Park. 

“They were well 
behaved, and did not 
make any noise, so we 
were stunned when we 
woke up to see the mess 
they had left behind.” 

He said that, from a 
distance, it was hard to 
be sure of their age, but 
he estimated that they 
were between 16 and 21. 

He added: “No one 
had any concerns 
because they were well 
behaved. 

“I hope there was no 
under-age drinking going 
on, but what was so 
shocking was the failure 
to take their rubbish 
away with them.”

Local GCSE students 
exceed Welsh average 


SCHOOLS in the 
Vale produced 
GCSE results last 
week that exceeded 
the Welsh average. 

There were 
improvements on last 
year’s A and A* 
grades, with 24.5 per 
cent of results falling 
within those cate¬ 
gories. 

That compared 
with a Welsh average 
of 19.5 per cent. 

There was also fur¬ 
ther improvement on 
last year’s figures at 
A* - C, 

with 70.2 per cent 
of Vale pupils achiev¬ 
ing these grades. That 
compared with a 
Welsh average of 66.5 
per cent. 

Overall, 98.7 per 
cent of entries in the 
Vale achieved an A* 
to G pass. 

Coun Tony 
Hampton, cabinet 
member for education 
and lifelong learning, 
congratulated pupils 
and schools on their 
outstanding results. 

He said: “These 
results are a credit to 
pupils and reflect the 
excellence of our 
teaching staff within 
the Vale.” 


Bryan Jeffreys, the 
county’s director of 
learning and develop¬ 
ment, added: “The 
news that pupils in 
the Vale are continu¬ 
ing to achieve such 
high academic stan¬ 
dards, is something 
we can all be proud 


of. We will now 
analyse this year’s 
results data and work 
closely with the 
schools to ensure we 
can build on these 
successes in the 
future.”

PUPILS at the 
Cowbridge 
Comprehensive 
kept up the schooPs 
excellent academic 
record, with a fine 
set of GCSE results. 

Of the pupils who 
took exams, 99.5 per 
cent recorded at least a 
pass grade, and there 
were excellent results 
when it came to A and 
A8* grades. 

The school’s head¬ 
teacher, Mrs Margaret 
Evans, told The GEM: 
“We had 18 students 
who passed at least 10 
GCSEs at A or A*, out of 
a total year group of 
197.” 

She explained that the 
old measure of recording 
how many students had 
passed at least five 
GCSEs at grades A* to 
C had been replaced by a 
measure called ‘level 
two threshold’. 

She said, however, 
that the new name was 
still measuring the same 
thing, and that the 
school’s performance 
had risen by two per 
cent, from 91 to 93 per 
cent. 

She added: “I know 
that the Assembly edu¬ 
cation minister has been 
emphasising the impor¬ 
tance of the two ‘core 
subjects’ of English and 
maths’ - and I am 
delighted to say that of 
those pupils who passed 
five GCSEs at grade A* 
to C, 80 per cent did so 
in maths and in 
English.” 

Mrs Evans said that 
GCSEs were more 
important than ever now 
when it came to pupils 
getting accepted into the 
university of their 
choice. 

The same was true of 
AS levels, which these 
pupils will sit next year 
in year-12 (what older 
readers would call the 
first-year sixth form). 

This year, as well as 
the year-11 students who 
sat the GCSEs, a consid¬ 
erable number of year- 
10 pupils were also sit¬ 


ting some of their 
GCSEs, because the sub¬ 
jects are taught in a 
‘modular’ system. 

Mrs Evans said that 
this meant that students 
now have important 
exams every year for 
four years. 

She said that students 
did have to work hard 
and apply themselves in 
all of those four years. 

She said: “The days 
when students could 
coast through the first 
year sixth are long 
gone.” 

Another change from 
the ‘old days’ is that uni¬ 
versities demand higher 


grades now. There was a 
time when, if a student 
impressed with good 
grades at O-level (as it 
then was) and did well 
on interview, the univer¬ 
sity would make a token 
offer of, for instance, 
two Ds. 

Mrs Evans told The 
GEM that times had 
changed there, too, and 
the most sought-after 
subjects, such as medi¬ 
cine and law, now asked 
for very high grades. 

She said; “Our stu¬ 
dents have worked very 
hard, as have their teach¬ 
ers, and they deserve 
these excellent results.”

the police”. 

Mr Hawkins said that 
Phillips had complained 
about an assault in 2004. 

He said that on July 9, 
2009, at about 4.20pm, 
police in Barry received 
a call about someone 
driving around the town 
and drinking in the vehi¬ 
cle. 

The car was stopped, 
Phillips was the driver, 
and inside they found a 
baseball bat and a flick 
knife. 

The judge described 
the knife as a “nasty 
weapon”.

FRIENDS and 
family have wel¬ 
comed back Marie 
Curie marathon 
cyclist, Karl 
Maclver, following 
his trip to the 
Ukraine. 

Karl, aged 30, had 
undertaken the ride 
across Europe to raise 
funds for the hospice, as 
a measure of thanks to 
staff for looking after 
his much-loved grandfa¬ 
ther, Duncan Maclver, 
who died 18 months 
ago. 


He told The GEM: 
“Eve managed to raise 
£3,000 and there is still 
more to come.” 

Karl had hoped to 
raise even more, but 
Georgina Burke, a com¬ 
munity fundraiser at the 
Marie Curie Hospice in 
Penarth congratulated 
him on an “amazing 
achievement”. 

Georgina added: 
“After initially meeting 
Karl just over a year 
ago to discuss his chal¬ 
lenge, I thought he was 


slightly crazy, but he 
has done everyone 
proud. 

“I am absolutely 
delighted at the amount 
of money he has raised 
for the Penarth hospice. 

“This will enable us 
to provide more care 
and the best possible 
quality of life for people 
with cancer and other 
illnesses. 

“All services for 
patients and family 
members, are provided 
free of charge and we 


rely on donations from 
the local community to 
provide this care - so 
we are very grateful to 
Karl and all his support¬ 
ers”. 

Karl covered 2,115 
miles and reached the 
border of the Ukraine. 

He said: “It took a 
total of 15 days, 8 hours 
and 32 minutes.” 

His dream of making 
it all the way to Lake 
Pulemets in the Ukraine 
was scuppered by the 
cost of going through 
Belarus, which would 
have amounted to £300. 

The ride has left him

battered and bruised. 

“My knees and back 
are still recovering. My 
shoulders and hips are 
still painful, but getting 
slightly better. I’m also 
covered in bruises.” 

Karl and his support 
driver, Steve Robinson, 
drove back to Britain 
within two days. 

“Whereas it was 
2,115 miles going there, 
it was 1,400 miles on 
the way back, because 



we were on a straighter 
route using motorways. 

“On the autobahn, we 
were going at 95mph 
and overtook a German 
policeman - but it was 
all perfectly legal.” 

Neighbours in 
Rhoose are proud of 
Karl’s efforts. 

Mr Philip Jones con¬ 
tacted The GEM to say: 
“I would like to con¬ 
gratulate Karl Maclver 
on completing the 


cycling marathon from 
Penarth to the Ukraine. 

“What is important is 
that this will benefit the 
terminally ill now, and 
make the remaining 
time that some individu¬ 
als have as comfortable 
as possible. 

“I would implore 
people to donate to 
Marie Curie - it’s a 
wonderful organisa¬ 
tion.”

He produced a letter from 
Welsh Water saying that the 
aquifer which used to supply 
Cowbridge, would be ‘moth¬ 
balled’ as the town was being 
supplied from a reservoir, but 
that it could be brought back into 
use if it were ever needed. 


That aquifer is close to the 
drilling site. 

Recently, the stakes were 
raised when a geological survey 
claimed that south Wales could 
be sitting on gas reserves worth 
£70 billion. 

Fears have been expressed 
that the chance to produce gas in 
the UK, rather than import it will 


lead to Government pressure to 
give extraction the go-ahead. 

Rob McGhee said: “We are 
also aware of the proposed bene¬ 
fits put forward by Coastal Oil & 
Gas and feel strongly that these 
are significantly outweighed by 
the negative impacts that will 
result from the drilling”.

Road in Sully; it is accessed by the same route and is signposted.

FRACKING IN THE VALE 
STILL A THORNY ISSUE 


L AST week’s GEM high¬ 
lighted that a new appli¬ 
cation has been submitted 
for the exploration of gas here 
in the Vale. 

This follows an application made 
earlier this year to explore near 
Llandow, which was withdrawn fol¬ 
lowing public protest and widespread 
concern. 

The developers are considering 
using a controversial process known 
as ‘fracking’ to extract any gas dis¬ 
covered. 

Many objections were submitted 
on the last occasion and it is impor¬ 
tant that anyone concerned about the 
application sends another letter relat¬ 
ing to this re-submitted application. 

If 200 people submitted objections 
last time, and only 100 this time, it 
could be legitimate for the developer 
to argue that the other 100 are satis¬ 
fied with the new application. 

It is also essential that objections 
relate to the exploration for gas, 
rather than ‘fracking.’ This applica¬ 
tion relates only to exploration. 

Objections based on the extraction 
of shale gas will be dismissed and not 
be relevant to this application. 

Many objectors made this mistake 
last time. 

The developers will argue that 
shale gas mining would need a new 
planning application that would be 
considered on its own merits. 

My prime concerns relate to the 
fact that if millions of pounds worth 
of gas is found during any explo-

ration, then the weight of the argu¬ 
ment will sway in favour of the devel¬ 
oper and extraction. 

The Vale is a great place to live 
and work; and I want it to remain 
that way. It has small rural villages, 
a fantastic coastline, country roads 
and a focus on agriculture to the west 
and the vibrancy of Barry, Wales’ 
largest town to the east, with its own 
coastline, history and heritage. 

Any future gas exploration could 
put this at risk. 

From my postbag, concerns are 
wide and far ranging. However, to 


have the strongest impact, the rea¬ 
sons for objection need to relate to 
local and national planning policy. 

The most relevant are concerns 
that relate to noise, the impact on the 
aspiration for the area; tourism, the 
green environment and the effect on 
local highways. 

The proposal includes a request to 
drill 24 hours a day. This would be 
noisy in itself but we also need to 
remember the noise in general that 
would emit from a mining site too. 

Clearly, this is a complicated 
process and series of decisions -1 
have included much more informa¬ 
tion on my website. The site also 
incorporates a standard letter that 
may help anyone who wishes to 
express their concern to the planning 
department. 

Personal letters are best, based on 
your views and experiences but I 
hope the template provided on my 
website will be a useful guide. 

The current deadline for receipt of 
objections by the principal planning 
officer is September 12, and the plan¬ 
ning committee could consider the 
application before the end of month. 

The members of the planning com¬ 
mittee are legally bound to consider 
the evidence based on planning mat¬ 
ters and on local and national policy. 

It is up to us to make the strongest 
case possible.

Judge agrees with 
‘not guilty’ verdict 


A JURY at Cardiff 
Crown Court took 
just 45 minutes to 
clear an IT worker of 
allegations that he 
carried out a sex 
attack on a 20-year- 
old woman. 

By a unanimous ver¬ 
dict, 31-year-old 

Richard Edmunds, of 
Ewenny Road, 

Bridgend, was found not 
guilty of a charge of 
rape. 

When the verdict had 
been delivered, Judge 
Christopher Llewellyn- 
Jones said to the jury: ”1 
totally agree.” 

Prosecutor Andrew 
Morse said Edmunds 
met the woman in a pub 
in Bridgend on January 
14. They went on to a 
club and it was alleged 
he later raped her in a 
house in Bridgend. 

The alleged victim 
told the jury she had 
four glasses of wine that 
night, as well as four 
pints of cider and shots, 
and was drunk at the 
time. She denied that 
what had occurred was 
with her consent. 

Edmunds, a man with 
no previous convictions, 
said that earlier that 
night he had worked at 
the Five Bells public 
house. 

Later, in another pub, 
he spoke to the woman 
for about half an hour 
before going on to a sec¬ 
ond pub at about 2am. 

Later, at a house in

Bridgend he said they 
shared a bottle of cider 
while sitting on a sofa 
and talked. 

She showed him her 
tan from a recent holi¬ 
day and invited him to 
see her breasts, which he 
did, and she also asked 
him to touch her legs. 

Edmunds said that 
she kissed him and 
helped him remove her 
underwear. 

Soon after, he said, 
they began having sex 
and after about a minute 
she said “No, no, no.” 
and he stopped. 

He said that she 
became upset, men¬ 
tioned a boyfriend and 
they again began talk¬ 
ing. 

“Later, she gave me a 
big hug and we started 


having sex again,” he 
said. 

After about 30 sec¬ 
onds she said “No, I 
really cannot do this” 
and she again stopped. 

At the time, said 
Edmunds, she made no 
accusation against him, 
but later that day he was 
questioned by a police 
officer. 

“I had no inkling that 
she had made a com¬ 
plaint.” 

He said he told the 
police that sex was con¬ 
sensual. 

“I definitely didn’t 
take advantage of her.” 

At the end of his evi¬ 
dence, Edmunds wept. 

He denied he had 
drunk so much that he 
could not control him¬ 
self.

SCHOOLS and busi¬ 
nesses in the Vale have 
been recognised for 
their efforts to encour¬ 
age wildlife in gardens 
and green spaces at the 
annual Vale of 
Glamorgan Biodiversity 
Partnership Awards. 

These celebrate proj¬ 
ects that promote biodi¬ 
versity by creating, 
enhancing or managing 
sites for wildlife. They 
are organised by the 
Vale Council with spon¬ 
sorship from RWE 
nPower Aberthaw. 

Entries are covered by 
two classes.

The primary school 
impressed judges by 
planting a native 
hedgerow along the 
school’s boundary which 
has created a vital habi¬ 


tat for a number of 
mammal, bird and inver¬ 
tebrate species. The 
grounds also include a 
grass buffer zone and 
woodland area. 

Wenvoe Wildlife 
Group earned the top 
prize by ensuring the 
Orchid Fields offer visi¬ 
tors much more than just 
enjoyment of beautiful 
surroundings. 

The inclusion of infor¬ 
mation points means that 
people can gain a 
greater depth of under¬ 
standing and apprecia¬ 
tion of wildlife in the 
Vale.

protect our children 
online,” Mr Cairns 
said. 

Communications 
Minister Ed Vaizey 
commented: “The inter¬ 
net is a powerful tool 
for education and 
entertainment, but 
there is material online 
that is not suitable for 
children. 

“Parents need to 
have the right tools to 
be able to protect their 
children from inappro¬ 
priate content.

Magnificent views and a 
soaking on the Beacons 


BARRIE had planned a 
walk with a difference: 
travel by car to Storey 
Arms, catch a bus to 
Brecon with a connection to 
Pencelli and walk the linear 
route back over the central 
Beacons. 

The weather forecast was for 
low cloud and mist at 400-metres 
but clearing during the afternoon 
- it sounded simple! 

Low cloud hung across the 
mountain tops, but in Brecon 
itself there was hazy sunshine. 
The town was bedecked with 
flowers as it was the Brecon Jazz 
Festival weekend. 

The group began their walk by 
crossing the Brecon and 
Monmouth canal, constructed 
between 1797 and 1812, to start 
a gradual climb up the lane to 
Llanfeigan church. 

They passed through fields of 
grazing sheep and enjoyed glori¬ 
ous views of the Beacons and the 
Black Mountains as far as Hay 
Bluff, and then climbed steeply 
to reach the open moorland. 

The narrow pathway below 
Bryn was joined and dark clouds 
hung above. As they reached 
Gist Wen, coats had to be donned 
as drizzle began to fall and the 
views were blotted out. 

As they reached the lower 
slopes of Waun Rydd it was evi¬ 
dent they were walking head first 
into very inclement weather that 
seemed to have escaped the 
notice of the forecasters. 

The rain got heavier and the 
wind gusted as the group made 
its way around the narrow tracks 
above Cwm Cwareli and Cwm 
Oergwm to Fan y Big. 

The clouds just below where 
they were walking, at 719-

metres, cleared briefly to expose 
lovely views towards the Neuadd 
reservoirs and the valley below, 
then swirled back to blank out 
everything. 

A steep descent followed and 
the leader decided to walk 
around the base of Cribyn. 

Then the group hauled them¬ 
selves up the rocky path towards 
Pen y Fan and still the rain fell 
and the wind continued to gust. 

Two of the group continued 
over the top of Pen y Fan, the 
highest mountain in south Wales 
which stands at 2,907 feet, but 
the remainder, three-quarters of 
the way to the summit, took the 
uneven, rocky and by now 
muddy moorland path around the 
side to emerge beyond Com Du. 

By now the group were well 
and tmly soaked through and 
feeling a little chilly in the wind, 
but as they were making their 
descent down the commonly 
known ‘tourist route’ into the 
valley below, they passed several 
walkers coming uphill wearing 
short-sleeved t-shirts and trainers 
completely oblivious to what lay 
ahead! 

Halfway down the path, the 
mist and rain began to fade. They 
crossed the bridge over the Blaen 
Taf Fawr River to make their 
safe return to Storey Arms for 
the journey home. 
LLANGATTOCK WALK 
PENARTH and District 
Ramblers gathered at 
Llangattock village in bright 
sunshine and followed what 
had been the Darren tram- 
road. 


This linked the quarries on the 
Llangattock escarpment to the 
Brecon and Monmouth canal at 
Llangattock Wharf. Lime 
processed in kilns was used to 
sweeten agricultural land, as a 
whitewash for buildings and in 
the iron making process, and 
barges then took the lime along 
the canal to Newport. 

A steep climb through woods 
and by road to Darren followed, 
before descending into Cwm 
Onneu Fach. 

Turning at Waun Ddu, they 
dropped downhill to cross moor¬ 
land made soggy by the various 
springs and climbed narrow path¬ 
ways in woodland to join the 
tramway below the Llangattock 
escarpment, an area renowned to 
cavers. 

Craig y Cilau and the quarries 
at Darren Cilau are part of a 
nature reserve created in 1959. 

The route, which had been 
fairly straightforward, suddenly 
took a turn for the worse as they 
descended through Coed Graig- 
Leici, a sea of Himalayan 
Balsam and thick ferns blocked 
the path. 

They had to try and find a way 
through the thick jungle ,which 
came to shoulder height and 
over-the-head height in places. 

There was a rumbling from 
the troops as they slithered their 
way downhill and got lost! 

But the day was saved by a 
GPS that indicated they were 
only slightly off the path.

T HE blood and 
gore-splat¬ 
tered action 
movies of the 1980s 
appear to be mak¬ 
ing something of a 
comeback. In 
recent years, 
Sylvester Stallone 
has done his own 
single-handed 
revival, helming the 
brutal Rambo and 
gunfire-laden The 
Expendables , as 
bombast and mus¬ 
cles are on their 
way back. 

In this environment, it 
is unsurprising that one 
of the eras leading stars, 
Arnold Schwarzenegger, 
is seeing one of his icon¬ 
ic roles being revisited. 

In Conan The 
Barbarian , Jason 
Momoa plays the titular 
character, who grows up 
with one aim in mind 
to track down the man 
who killed his father and 
slaughtered his village. 
Armed with a sword and 


a fire in his stomach, 
Conan sets out to right 
the wrongs of the past... 

Since the success of 
the Lord of the Rings 
trilogy, the fantasy genre 
has seen an increase in 
productivity, with stu¬ 
dios keen to get on 
board a genre that seem¬ 
ingly has plenty to offer. 

However, the majority 
of these films, whether 
original or based on 
existing materials, have 
had minuscule impact 
and success, with the 
quality taking a backseat 
to quantity and jumping 
on the bandwagon (as 
anyone who has seen 
Eragon will agree). 

But with the likes of 
Game Of Thrones being 
critically lauded (small- 
screen) fare, the reintro¬ 
duction of the character 
of Conan is perhaps a 
wise move, audiences 
already being familiar 
with the series thanks to 
the Arnold 
Schwarzenegger film 
and, apparently, sharing 
a desire for more grown¬ 
up fantasy fare. 


It is a shame to report, 
then, that Conan The 
Barbarian is a film that 
fails to take the bit 
between its teeth, captur¬ 
ing the grit of the char¬ 
acter but failing to intro¬ 
duce an interesting story, 
supporting characters or 
a feel that sets it apart 
from those that have 
gone before and failed. 

In fairness, they 
couldn’t go much better 
with their choice to play 
the barbaric titular char¬ 
acter. As anyone who 
has seen the aforemen¬ 
tioned Game Of Thrones 
will attest, Jason Momoa 
certainly has the physi¬ 
cal attributes, seemingly 
built from granite and 
capable of wreaking 
i mm ense havoc single- 
handedly. 

But here Momoa 
brings a little bit of 
sparkle to the character, 
making him less a one¬ 
dimensional muscle man 
and adding something 
more. Certainly the char¬ 
acter’s aim of finding 
the man who killed his 
father has been done to 


death, but Momoa’s like¬ 
able turn makes it far 
less of a burden than it 
might have been. 

The same cannot be 
said for the rest of the 
performances. While 
Rose McGowan’s almost 
unrecognisable turn as 
the villain's daughter 
strikes interesting notes 
and sees the actress offer 
an unsettling turn, said 
villain (played by 
Avatar’s Stephen Lang) 
is nothing more than a 
oddly-accented arche¬ 
type, that the actor fails 
to bring to life with any 
degree of success. 

The same can be said 
of Rachel Nichols’ 
damsel in distress, who 
simpers and swordfights 
her way through pro¬ 
ceedings with very little 
flair. Even Ron Perlman, 
cameoing as Conan’s 
father, fails to be his 
usual watchable self, 
looking like Ron 
Burgundy post-break¬ 
down and seemingly tak¬ 
ing things a touch too 
seriously.

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Boisterous Mini Cooper 
really is a joy to drive 


T HE golden rule of 
business is to turn a 
profit, yet when the 
original Mini (designed by 
Alec Issigonis and manu¬ 
factured by British Motor 
Corporation) hit the roads 
in 1959 the entry-level ver¬ 
sion cost considerably 
more to manufacture than 
its meagre £497 retail 
price. 

This resulted in a loss, or as 
dear Mr Micawber in the David 
Copperfield novel by Charles 
Dickens, more eloquently put it: 
“Annual income twenty pounds, 
annual expenditure nineteen six, 
result happiness. Annual income 
twenty pounds, annual expendi¬ 
ture twenty pound ought and six, 
result misery.” 

How true. BMC, which later 
became the nationalised British 
Leyland Ltd, also had a poor rep¬ 
utation for substandard build 
quality, as the actor Ian Ogilvy 
recalled when I spoke to him 
about his time as The Saint in the 
1970s. His Jaguar XJS was regu¬ 
larly pushed onto screen. 

Where BMC just couldn’t 
seem to get it right, Mini’s new 
owners, BMW, most certainly 
has. Its £1.7bn operating profit 
for the first quarter of 2011 is tes¬ 
tament to the fact that it knows 
how to build cars and conse¬ 
quently has a very loyal follow¬ 
ing. 

The new Mini Cooper SD 
(Sports Diesel) is a far superior 
vehicle in every way. My only 
complaint is that it’s too big and 
bulbous (like too many cars these 
days) compared to the original, 
whose looks and seat-of-the-pants 
ride still take some beating for 
me. 

Today’s Mini combines the 
joys of driving a classic with all 


the mod-cons of a modem car - a 
winning formula. In short, a 
Super Dooper Mini Cooper - 
that’s what the SD should stand 
for. I like the distinctive grille 
and air vent on the bonnet and the 
centre mounted twin exhausts. 

This aggressively sporty look 
keeps all other vehicles at bay. 

On clasping the chrome handle 
and opening the driver’s door, it 
is an absolute pleasure to be met 
by such a detailed retro interior 
and dashboard, which instantly 
transports you back to the swing¬ 
ing ‘60s. 

There are smatterings of 
chrome on the edges of the 
speedometer and switches for the 
fog lights and windows. The lat¬ 
ter sitting underneath the 
radio/CD player in the centre of 
the car rather than on the doors as 
is usually the way. 

The air vents are reminiscent 
of the ends of classic hair dryers. 
All this attention to detail really 
creates an experience, in the same 
way as driving a far more expen¬ 
sive car like a Jaguar or Bentley. 

Probably the most striking fea¬ 
ture of the dashboard is the enor¬ 
mous chrome edged revolution 
counter in the centre that harks 
back to the original Mini and 
really does bring a smile to the 
face. My wife particularly likes 
this as she can keep a close eye 
on the speed! It’s enchanting to 
watch the counter move as the 
speed increases. 

The beige leather seats are 
comfortable and similar to those 
found across the BMW range. 
There’s not a huge amount of 
room inside the Mini but then 
there never was. While the boot is 
admittedly larger than the origi¬ 
nal, it is still quite poky. 

Who would ever imagine a 
Mini to have cmise control? Add 
to that a slick six-speed gearbox 
and a 2-litre diesel 143bhp engine 


(the same unit that BMW fits to 
the 1-Series 118d) and there’s a 
recipe for both speed and econo¬ 
my - during the test it has aver¬ 
aged 56.9mpg. 

On first acquaintance, the 
super light gearbox caused a little 
difficulty for me because reverse 
is in near proximity to first gear. 
But when you realise that you 
have to nudge the gearstick as far 
to the left as possible, it’s simple. 
There’s a smooth gear change. 

For added efficiency there’s 
auto stop/start, which kicks in 
when the car has stopped and the 
foot removed from the clutch. 

The boisterous Cooper is enter¬ 
taining and fun to drive with its 
stiff suspension adding that extra 
sense of sportiness and it really 
will shift if necessary, making 
any safe overtaking manoeuvre 
thoroughly invigorating as the G- 
force pushes the occupants back 
in their seats. 

I agree with Parkers, the car 
experts, who say that it “spears 
through bends with laser-guided 
accuracy”. It’s a joy to drive. 
Engage sports mode and the 
steering tightens up and the con¬ 
trols become more responsive. 

Overall, BMW has created a 
very fine and capable, good qual¬ 
ity vehicle that will satisfy those 
looking for a characterful alterna¬ 
tive to a run-of-the-mill Ford, 
Vauxhall or Volkswagen. The 
Mini has become a fashionable 
brand in its own right and quite 
rightly one of Britain’s favourite 
cars.

Richards was soon 
forced into action when 
he parried a powerful 
Maerdy free kick and, 
although having Maerdy 
players bearing down on 
the loose ball, managed 
to relieve pressure with a 
sliding clearance. 

After Saints constantly 
pressured the Maerdy 
defence, one of their cen¬ 
tre-backs miscontrolled, 
and Jordan Mortimore 
capitalised by taking pos¬ 
session and placing a low 
strike towards goal 
which the Maerdy keeper 
saved well down to his 
left. 

It wasn’t long though 
before Mortimore played 
his part in a sublime team 
goal for the Saint’s sec¬ 
ond. He exchanged pass¬ 
es with Tony Charles and 
sent the ball out wide to 
Morgan, who crossed 
low to Dean Cleave and 
he won a strength test 
against Maerdy’s centre 
back to tap in from six 
yards. 

Not long after half 
time, Maerdy pulled one 
back and claims of off¬ 
side from the Saint’s 
defence were perhaps 
wrongly dismissed by the 
referee as the Maerdy 
striker seemed to clearly 
start his mn far too early. 

The referee was not an 
enemy of the home side

Lewis in turn delivered 
yet another inch perfect 
cross to find in-form for¬ 
ward Phil Morgan, mark¬ 
ing his third goal in two 
games. 

Maerdy managed to 
conjure up a late consola¬ 
tion goal but it was not 
enough to prevent Saints 
seeing out the game as 
winners and again com¬ 


ing out on top against 
their rivals. 

After a full-blooded 
game it was Leigh 
Lewis’ movement and 
gritty midfield domi¬ 
nance from Tony Charles 
which presented most 
problems for Maerdy 
throughout the game. It 
was a strong, solid per¬ 
formance all round from 
the team. 

Man of the match 
went to Phil Morgan for 
his fine all round per¬ 
formance, pressuring 
defenders and showing 
movement around the 
pitch which rewarded 
him with an assist and a 
goal. 

Saints have now 
scored eleven goals in 
their two opening games 
and are hoping life in the 
Premier Division will 
continue to flourish. 

They continue their 
string of home games 
next week against 
Brynna-based outfit 
Thundercats.
